The Old Law Rather Loose!y Frame d 
in This Respect and Advantage 
W as Taken 
of This Fact—The 
Deer Hunters are Despondent How - 
ever. 


The decision th a t the game law of 
1895 is invalid and the law of 1893 is 
still in force brings joy to some Janes­ 
ville hunters and gloom to others. 
The law of 1893 was looser as far as 
dubk shooting 
was concerned aud 
sculling was a common way of getting 
big bags of canvas-backs. 
There has 
been comparatively little sculling on 
Lake Koshkonong since the 1895 law 
passed but several Janesville 
men 
have been getting sneak boats ready 
and will spend the next two weeks on 
the water. 
Deer hunteis, however, get no com­ 
fort this year, 
Quite a num ber had 
expected to go to the woods November 
I, this being the opening of the season 
under the 1895 law. 
The 1893 law 
which has supplanted it provides th a t 
it shall be unlaw ful to kill deer be 
tw een November I, and the succeeding 
first day of October of each year, m ak­ 
ing October the open season. 
Four 
teen days of good bunting have thus 
been lost. 
It is estim ated th a t over 5,000 sports­ 
men of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois were 
preparing to h unt deer in Northern 
Wisconsin this fall, who will now be 
unable to cairy out their plans 
Under the 1893 law the seasons for 
various kinds of game are as follows: 
Deer, October I to November I; brant 
and goose, Septem ber I to May I; 
fish, October I to May I; 
partridge, 
grouse and prairie chicken, September 
I to December I; 
m arten and otter, 
November I to May I; woodcock,snipe, 
plover, September I to December I; 
rabbits, October I to November I 
wood duck m allard and teal,September 
J to December I: other kinds of duck 
Septem ber I to May I. The trout sea­ 
son ends September I and bass anc 
pike season January I.
